Spraying Now 


Will Prevent 


Later Damage

Many folks like to grow a few 
apples and peaches in the back­ 
yard. 
If you are one, ifs time to get 
some spraying done to control 
diseases 
and 
insects. 
Even 
though it may seem too early, a 
lot of damage is done that does 
not show up until later. 
It will 
take 
about 
five 
more 
sprays. Apples should have had a 
dorm ant spray and another spray 
applied just before bloom. Now is 
the time to begin a series of sprays 
that will still give excellent c o n ­ 
trol of most apple and peach in­ 
sects. 
The general * purpose 
formula 
mixture controls many of the fruit 
insects, but there arc some that 
are not controlled at all. The ad­ 
dition of lead arsenate to the gen­ 
eral - purpose formula for control 
of the 
apple 
maggot is recom ­ 
mended. 
* # • 
THE APPLE 
maggot 
is 
very 
common in backyard plantings in 
most areas of Ohio. It begins to 
dam age apples in late June and 
can continue to damage them until 
harvest. Lead arsenate added to 
the spray in June will give longer 
protection because it lasts for two 
or three weeks. 
It is recommended that DDT be 
added to the general - purpose for­ 
mula 
or 
substituted 
for the 
methoxychlor in the formula for 
spraying peaches. DDT gives much 
better c o n t r o l of the sucking 
insects that attack peaches — it 
also helps control the worm that 
often gets in poaches.

Best Time To Thin Crops 


Is When Plants Are Small 


By PHIL SEITZ 
Extension Trainee 


Ii you are like many gardeners, 
you probably seed too thickly for 
sue I crops as beets, carrots, rad­ 
ishes, lettuce, spinach, turnips and 
endive. It is difficult to sow small 
seeds thinly enough to elimin­ 
ate hand thinning. 
Although beet seeds are larg­ 
er. 
these 
are 
frequently 
too 
thick 
on 
germination 
because 
the beet seed is actually a fruit 
containing several seeds. If root 
cr- ps are not thinned, misshape 
ened roots will result. 
The easiest time to do the thin­ 
ning job is when the plants 
small and the soil is moist. 
Turnips should be thinned be­ 
fore their tap roots become fleshy. 
They need three inches between 
plants for best development. Ra­ 
dishes can be left in the ground 
until those that are to be thinned 
are large enough to eat, unless 
they have been seeded very thick­ 
ly. Then thinning should be done 
early. 


Lettuce, 
Swiss 
chard, 
endive, 
spinach and 
similar crops may 
need thinning also. A space of 2 to 
4 inches b e t w e e n plants will 
be adequate for many of these 
vegetables. 
Then as the plants enlarge, al­ 
ternate plants can be harvest­ 
ed for table use, thus allowing 
adequate space for the remain­ 
ing plants. 
Thinning may seem like a kit of 
work, but it is one of the chores 
necessary for a successful home 
vegetable garden. 


SU RPLU S beet plants can be 
pulled when they are four to five 
inches tall and used for greens. 
Beets should have throe inches be­ 
tween plants. 
Carrots should be thinned early 
and allowed to stand one inch ap­ 
art. Later, alternate carrots can 
be palled and used. 


At this time of year, the Red 
Bud trees are coming 
into full 
are bloom. If certain branches appear 
to he dead, it is probably the result 
of Red Bud wilt. 
The affected branches are us­ 
ually found in the top part of the 
ornamental. The growth rings 
of the 
affected 
branches 
are 
brownish and dead-looking. Ef­ 
fective control can be achieved 
by pruning and burning the af­ 
fected branches. Make sure that 
the pruning tool is sterilized be­ 
tween trees. 
This disease may be prevented 
by fertilizing and watering the 
trees. Application should be made 
by punching holes in tile ground to 
a depth of about 30 inches in a cir­ 
cle 
about 
one 
foot outside the 
s p r e a d of the branches. Late 
spring and early summer is the 
optimum time for application.

Abou t the only certainty concerning the 
government's forthcoming entry into tele­ 
vision is that it isn t going to make any 
money. 
The $32 million for edu cational TV sta­ 
tions is to he u sed p rimarily for grants to 
be matched on a 50 - 50 basis by state or 
local fu nds. Exp ected to p articip ate are 
u niversities, state TV commissions, local 
boards of edu cation and non-p rofit com* 
triu nity organizations op erating u nder state 
charters. 
There are no p redictions as to how mu ch 
the cost to the taxp ayers will zoom as the 
ventu re exp ands according to the inevi­ 
table tendency of every new federal bu ­ 
reau cracy. 
The p lanner*' hop e eventu ally to have 
1.000 edu cational stations op erating. What 
they do not exp lain is how they’re going 
to interest that many regu lar au diences in 
comp etition with commercial TV. Some of 
the enthu siasts say edu cational T ’s au di­ 
ences will co m e from p eo p le not looking 
at anv kind of television now. 
That's q u estionable. Non-viewer* wou ld 
exercise their other p references almost 
certainly regardless of whether the avail- 
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able TV o f f e r i n g s were edu cational 
or commercial. 
With its first $32 million the government 
gets a foot in the door for p ossible later 
exp ansion into the whole field of federal 
school aid. If it can influ ence T Vp rogram- 
ming in the schools it p lainly can do the 
same for classroom teaching. This is an 
asp ect that isn’t emp hasized by the feder­ 
al p lanners. 
A 
fu rther 
q u estionable 
asp ect occu rs 
with reference to the p ending hill to force 
television manu factu rers to p rodu ce sets 
cap able of receiving u ltra high freq u ency 
signals. In fact, u nder this bill — already 
p assed by the Hou se — it wou ld be illegal 
to make sets minu s this featu re. 
Present commercial broadcasts mostly 
u se very high freq u ency signals. UHF 
signals do not reach far and therefore 
commercial stations u sing su ch freq u en­ 
cies haven’t p roved economically feasible. 
Chairman Newton Minow of the Feder­ 
al Commu nications Commission sp eaks of 
p resent 
television 
p rogramming 
as a 
"wasteland.” Bu t if the bovernment gets 
into u ltra high freq u ency television on 
a 
large scale, the taxp ayers will learn what 
"wastelands" really are. 


Slim Pickings 


In light of the steel p attern it’s said that 
a trend is develop ing in f a v o r of fringe 
benefits rather than wage increases as a 
su bject for collective bargaining. 
Either w a v the resu lt is the same inso­ 
far as indu stry's emp loyment costs are 
affected. In the absence of higher p rices 
the added emp loyment costs mu st come 
ou t of p rofits. This is tru e regardless of 
whether the new costs resu lt from increas­ 
ed wages or increased fringes. 
Bu t an imp ortant 
distinction 
occu rs 
from the standp oint of the government's 
tax revenu es. Higher wages resu lt normal­ 
ly in higher tax collections by the govern­ 
ment. Higher fringes do not necessarily 


contribu te to taxes. The government col­ 
lects no immediate taxes on liberalized 
p ensions, 
lengthened 
vacations 
and in­ 
creased u nemp loyment comp ensation ben­ 
efits. 
Therefore the government wou ld lose 
going and coming os a resu lt of the visu al­ 
ized new bargaining trend. Uncomp ensat­ 
ed higher fringes p u t a fu rther sq u eeze on 
p rofits and the government accordingly 
collects less from the corp orate tax. 
At the same time it gets nothing addi­ 
tional from the workers who wou ld p av 
higher p ersonal taxes if their negotiated 
benefits cam e in the form of increas­ 
ed wages instead of fringes.

About the only certainty concerning the

vision is that it isn t going to make any 
money. 
The $32 million for educational TV sta­ 
tions us to he used primarily for grants to 
be matched on a 50 - 50 basis by state or 
local funds. Expected to participate are 
universities, state TV commissions, local 
boards of education and non-profit com- 
munitv organizations operating under state 
charters. 
There are no predictions as to how much 
the cost to the taxpayers will zoom as the 
venture expands according to the inevi­ 
table tendency of every new federal bu­ 
reaucracy. 


The planners hope eventually to have 
I .OOO educational stations operating. What 
they do not explain is how they’re going 
to interest that many regular audiences in 
competition with comm ercial TV. Some of 
the enthusiasts say educational T’s audi­ 
ences will c o m e from people not looking 
at any kind of television now. 


That s questionable. Non-viewers would 
exercise their other preferences almost 
c e r ta in ly regardless of whether the avail­ 


able TV o f f e r i n g s were educational 
or comm ercial. 
With its first $32 million the government 
gets a foot in the door for possible later 
expansion into the whole field of federal 
school aid. If it can influence T Vprogram- 
ming in the schools it plainly can do the 
sam e for classroom teaching. This is an 
aspect that isn’t emphasized by the feder­ 
al planners. 
A 
further 
questionable 
aspect occurs 
with reference to the pending bill to force 
television manufacturers to produce sets 
capable of receiving ultra high frequency 
signals. In fact, under this bill — already 
passed b y the House — it would be illegal 
to make sets minus this feature. 
Present com m ercial broadcasts mostly 
use very high frequency signals. 
UHF 
signals do not reach far 
and therefore 
comm ercial stations using such frequen­ 
cies haven’t proved economically feasible. 
Chairman Newton Minow of the Feder­ 
al Communications Commission speaks of

“wasteland.’’ But if the bovernment gets 
into ultra high frequency television on

“wastelands” really are. 


Slim Pickings 


In light of the steel pattern i f s said that

benefits rather than wage increases as a 
subject, for collective bargaining. 
Either way the result is the sam e inso­ 
far as industry's employment costs are 
affected. In the absence of higher prices 
the added employment costs must come 
out of profits.

New Solar Furnace May Aid 
Battle against Heat Barrier

search firm here, Arthur D. Little, 
Inc., has developed the first com­ 
mercial model of a solar furnace, 
a sensational peacetime weapon 
for use in the making of better fui- 
ded missiles, faster .jet planes and 
more efficient use of atomic pow­ 
er. 
This is big news to science and 
industry’. For over 50 years re­ 
searchers have been seeking a 
simple, practical and inexpensive 
device to trap and use the sun’s 
energy.
